Applicant's amendment of 01-27-04 has defined the substituents on the aryl group in the 
compound claims, and specified the cytokines as "interferon-a" and "tumor necrosis factor-a" in 
the method claims. Therefore, the amended claims have overcome the previous rejections of 
1 12/l st paragraph and 102(e) based on Nanba et al. 

With no other outstanding rejection, pending claims 1-23 are allowed. 

An update search yields two references, Tomai et al. (US 2002/01 10840 Al) and Takao 
et al. (JP 1 1-222432). However, the filing date or publication date of both references does not 
antedate the effective filing date of the instant application. Therefore, they are not competent 



The IDS of 01-23-04 and 1 1-04-03 have been considered. Note, the HU patents have
